A total sum of 5326,921, it now ap- 


pears, was used in the Illinois primary 
in behalf of Ruth Hanna McCormick, 
who won the Republican senatorial 
nomination.

The balance was expended 
by volunteer organizations. Mrs. Mc-

chased. She tells the committee that

ment of the primary election law. De- 
spite the large appearance of her ex- 
penditures she points to the fact that

ture of more than 10 cents per voter in 
the presidential campaign of Mr. Hoo- 
ver in Illinois. 


Whatever the" country may think of 


tie large-sums being spent ia primary 
elections, the truth is that this change 
in the method of selecting candidates 
_has invited, if it is not made necessary, 
a heavy increase in the employment of 
money. Under this system a candidate 
without money, who is unknown and 
has no political organization to serve 
him, has no chance whatsoever. 
His 


candidacy would not get to first base. 
In this respect it is not democratic. 
The primary system has operated to 
entrench machines in power and to 
build up political oligarchies. 


When a certain clique or a well per- 


fected party machine gets into power 
.in a state it is next to impossible to 
dislodge it. 
Frequently it will main- 


tain itself against all comers over a 
long period of years. All it has to do is 
to signal its hand and the thing is 
done. All it has to do to select candi- 
dates that will win is for the clique in 
control to meet in a backroom and 
make the choice. Outsiders, whether of 
the part}- or'not, are definitely exclud- 
ed and their candidacy is a pitiful joke. 
The machine has the equivalent of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars ia 
money, and what is far more valuable 
than any amount of money, an organi- 
zation that ramifies every voting dis- 
trict of the state and is well greased i 
with the spoils of office and favors that j 
must be paid for by sen-fee.

Their 


Growth With Alarm and 
Fear for Future

Washington —(CPA>— New inten- 


tional radio code station*, sprouting 
isto being by the hundreds, are be- 
ing viewed with consternation by 
radio authorities lest the entire snort 
wave spectrum be thrown into a 
babei cf world-wide Interference. 


More than two thousand of these 
station are now being constructed 
for operation of the scant few re- 
E2=ir.ics interr-ational frequencies, 
and unless proper 
precautionary 


measures are taken there will be 
i^opeless distortion. And according 
to Captain S. C. Hooper, director of 
naval communications, the next five 
years will see the problem at its 
peak. 


The high-frequency spectniHi avail- 


able for world-wide radio contacts 
:s ai! but crammed full. With the 
terrific increase in the number of 
station this -ondition will be great- 
ly aggravated. To avoid inter-chan- 
nel interference, the most precise and 
modern equipment must be used by 
stations which are adequately sep- 
arated in the ether. All this must 
be worked out by international ne- 
gotiation, ard rigid regulation. 


ISSUES ORDERS 


To ward off the speedy approach 


of this condition. Captain Hooper has 
issued now Instructions to the naval 
service, with its far-flung high fre- 
quency radio activities, emphasizing 
the importance of eliminating in- 
terference to reception, on naval fre- 
quencies. And these orders are Is- 
sued with the hope that other ser- 
vices anc oiher nations will exercise 
similar precautions. 


The state department, at the navy's 


fcc-hest, ha* taken active steps along 
tr.:s line. Operations on naval chan- 
ge's have been seriously interfered 
wi;n by British, German, Dutch and 
other stations ill the West Indies. 
The matter was called to the atten- 
tion of these governments, and by 
mutual cooperation, the condition has 
been corrected. 


Problems of international interfer- 


ence have been most 
important 


among those '"iscussed at radio tech- 
nical conferences of the past at 
which represenstatives of nearly all 
nations have been present. At the 
conference held last fall 
at 
The 


Hague, a recommendation was unan- 
imously adopted that all nations take 
steps to have the most -nodern and 
accurate equipment installed, as a 
means of curbing interference, which 
inevitably results when obsolete or 
composite apparatus is used. 


Moreover, the last conference rec- 


ommended that stations in the high 
frequencies operate on channels one- 
half the width now recognized as 
'standard internationally.

possible, it was agreed, by the great 
advances made in technical design in 
equipment, but to accomplish the re- 
sult, air stations must use this latest 
apparatus.

The large percentage of tubercu- 


lar infected hogs exist despite the 
campaign against bovine tuberculo- 
sis. At the beginning- of the cam- 
paign it was expected that the erad- 
ication of bovine tuberculosis would 
practically wipe out tuberculosis in 
swine. 


All Wisconsin counties have been 


tested at least once for bovine tuber- 
culosis and 52 of the 71 counties are 
on the modified accredited list—the 
class in which infection has been re- 
duced to one-half of one per cent or 
less, according to Coyner. 


"If tuberculosis Is to be eradicated 


from swine and cattle," Coyner said, 
'it must be eliminated from the farm 
poultry flock. Brood sows selected 
from infected herds of swine may 
carry and transmit the disease to 
other livestock. It is a well establish- 
ed fact that Avian or poultry tub- 
erculosis is communicable to cattle." 


Mr. Coyner said the solution of 


farm yard sanitation would in turn 
be a solution to the 
problems among swine.

Farmers seem 
to differ on any one best way of con- 
trolling quack grass, but these fac- 
tors enter into every successful con- 
trol treatment. (1) Bringing the roots 
to the surface to dry or freeze out, 
and (2) Starving the roots entirely 
by keeping the young green shoots 
from developing and furnishing food 
for the roots. 


Smoother crops might be mention- 


ed as one of the feasible

measures. Maybe it ie too late to talk 
of another crop in general, although 
buckwheat, millet or sudan grass 
could make a fair hay crop and be 
effective in smothering quack pro- 
viding the land had been thoroughly 
worked up till now and little green 
growth permitted to grow.

It is we" to plow 
seven to nine Inches deep, putting 
those root* down there where In a. 
weakened condition as they are, very 
few of them will have strength 
enough to send a shoot to tba sur- 
face. After this cultivated crop is 
removed, if quack persists, the same 
program should be continued. 


Xow some farmers have reported 


most excellent results with far eas- 
ier methods than I have just out- 
lined.

Medical Society of Wisconsin point- 
ed out today that many, crippling ef- 
fects, pain, and even death in these 
cases can be avoided through proper 
treatment. 


"Iton't pull a limb and try to set 


it yourself," the Committee declares. 
It added that proper treatment of 
broken bones is highly 
important 


and no work for a novice. 


When anyone is hurt 
on the 


street or in the open air, keep him 
warm; don't attempt to pull his leg 
or arm to fix it. or to do anything 
that may complicate his injury," the 
Committee says. "If he bleeds, place 
a clean handkerchief over his wound- 
for,pressure. Call an ambulance for 
skilled help to transport 
the in- 


dividual as comfortably as you ean. 
If the injured person can walk or 
get into a. vehicle, to save time you 
may take him to your hospital with 
the damaged limb 
protected by 


blankets or pillows. 


''Cooperate in every way with the 


ambulance, hospital, and physician. 
The fixing of broken bones, the prob- 
ing of injuries and their methods of 
treatment are the result of centuries 
of human thought and 
training-. 


Treat your own body carefully as 
you would your motor car; employ 
good mechanics: have the work done 
in a first class garage,—which the 
hospital Is,—a garage for human re- 
pairs. 


"If all suspected bone injuries were 


thus carefully inspected an* treat- 
ed, much suffering would be prevent- 
ed and many heart-breaks caused by 
deformed or useless limbs would be 
avoided. 
Truly a stich 
in time 


would save more than nine: An at- 
titude of non-meddling:, of search to 


the bottom for possible injury and 
cooperation pays large dividend*. 


"After any broken bone is dreased, 


always complain at once if pain, ting- 
ling, swelling, or numbness In the 
limb develops; insist upon inspection 
of the splint and part of the body 
thus protected. These 
symptoms 


may mean some difficulty 
which 


should be corrected as soon a* pos- 
sible. 


"After bones are broken in a limb, 


all parts of that limb and even the 
whole body are affected. The break, 
in other words, is not solely a mat- 
ter of the break in the bone, but-of 
muscle, blood vessel, skin, and even 
nerve damage. The progress of the 
healing is rather slow; the impor- 
tance of a broken long- bone is very 
great to the injured one. After a 
broken thigh bone, the loss of the 
individual's time may be from three 
months to a year and some lasting 
evidence of the injury may remain, 
as a limp or shortening of the leg. 
Broken bones are consequently se- 
rious matters—frequently more se- 
rious than attacks of appendicitis. 
The percentage of deaths is high.
